Examiner Ali made a courtesy call to Attorney Gloekler on 7/26/07 to discuss Knab US'482. Examiner Ali informed 
Attorney Gloekler that the apparatus of Knab provides laminar flow (col. 2, lines 66-68) and teaches structures of an air 
flow module (fig. 1-4) as cfeir|ed, and thus the apparatus claims are not considered patentable over Knab US'482. 
Examiner Ali pointed out fhat Knab US'482 however does not teach the method steps of claim 12, i.e. creating a flap in 
the cornea and moving thfe tap to expose a portion of the cornea and suggested Attorney Gloekler to cancel all 
apparatus claims to place the application in condition for allowance.
